The water-casing having: be- 
come heated, steam was produced, and by thé neglect 
of somebody was not let off, consequently the casing 
was burst by the vapour, and carried death and destruc- 
tion in ite train. 

The correspondent of the Herald, who at the time of 
the accident, was standing abaft the paddle- wheels, 
heard a curious, dull, dead, yet loud sound, resembling 
the report of a distant gun; but this was the explosion; 
although the report was scarcely heard in the’ distant 
parts of the ship, the foremost funnel shot into the air 
some five or six feet. . Lhe. whole of.the roof ofthe 
grand saloon waa in splinters, morsels of plate glass ; 
windows and mirrors fell in showers, the funnel fell over 
the saloon girder, and lay partly on the deck and the 
saloon. roof. | 

It'is stated that as it will require about a fortnight to 
get the necessary repairs made in the ship, and the fa- 
vourable season for the first American trip will soon be 
over, the idea of going to Holyhead has been abandoned ; 
she will therefore sail direet from Portland for America, 
and arrive at Holyhead on her return to this country.
